There was a little discussion In tlio 
committee on labels, but finally by a 
unanimous vote It 'was referred back 
to the federation w!ih the recommen- 
dation that It be adopted, providing 
that the. word "machinery" be stricken 
out. 


This amendment, however, was not 


approved by the original promoters of 
the resolution, for the phrase "child 
labor" had been mainly Inserted In 
the resolution to give the machinery 
Question due assistance. Consequently 
no sooner bad the resolution been re- 
ported hack with this amendment than 
the cigar-mailers opened 
their light. 


They Insisted that the term machinery 
should not be eliminated, as they ar- 
gued that cigars made by machinery 
arc not as good as those made by hand, 
and that the machinery would drlvu 
tlio hand cigar-makers out of business. 
They emphasized the needs of the fed- 
eration to assist all lines of legitimate 
labor, and they showed that to slipport 
the machmlnery In thl.-i rest.- would be- 
to drive away the Held of labor of a 
largo body of men,-who, thus thrust 
out of a position, would be forced to 
nwell the ranks of labor where It Is 
already'overcrowded. The speakers In 
opposition to the cigar-makers' propo- 
sition argued that to oppose machin- 
ery would bo folly.

Frye to-day Introduced the new ship- 
subsidy bill. In form It differs nidlcal- 
ly from the ship-subsidy bill of the last 
,two sessions. It in much shorter and 
simpler, and Is divided Into four title.;. 
It does not provide American registry 
for foreign ships owned by Americans. 
It makes no distinction between fnsl 
and slow steamships, except as the for- 
mer may obtain mall contracts under 
the act of 1891. It contains no specific 
requirement for export cargo, on the 
ground that It would be a violation or 
attempted evasion of our treaties, and, 
further, is unnecessary, because 
the 


subsidy rato Is so low that ample cargo 
must bo carried In order to escapo loss. 


The first title, "Ocean Mall Steam 


ships," Is devoted to amendments to 
the ocean mall act of 1891. Under the 
bill tho Postmaster General Is required 


• to consider tho national defense 
and 


the maritime Interests of the United 
States, as well as postal Interests, In 
providing for the transportation 
of 


American ocean malls. The purpose of 
this Is to free the United Steles from 
dependence upon the British, Ocrman 
and French auxiliary cruisers for Iti 
ocean mall service, and to substitute a 
purely American system. The present 
term of ocean mall contracts; ten years, 
IB Increased to fifteen years, to corra- 
epond with tho limit of the recent Ger- 
man and French contracts. 


The present obsolete and unscientific 


classification of mall steamships pro- 
vides only four 
classes—twenty-knot 


vessels of 8,000 tons, slxtcen-knot ves- 
sels of 5,000 tons, twelve-knot vessels 
of 2,500 tons, and twelve-knot wooden 
steamships of 1,500 tons. The new bill 
provides seven distinct classes, and Is 
"based on the progress of ship building 
and mall requirements abroad tho last 
ten years. 


Tho second title, "General subsidy," 


contains the general subsidy for all 
vessels, steam or sail, which are not 
under mull contracts. 
This general 


subsidy Is uniform. 1 cent n gross ton 
a 100 nautical miles, for not exceeding 
sixteen entries 
In 
one year. This 


amount Is sufficient, according to the 
latest figures, to equalize the difference 
In American seamen's wages and In 
the cost of building ocean steamships 
In the United States and Croat Britain, 
referred to In President 
Roosevelt's 


message and Secretary Gage's report. 
To promote the building of new ocean 
vessels an additional allowance of one- 
fourth of a cent a gross ton Is made for 
' five years. 


The third title. "Deep-Sea Fisheries.1 


provides an annual bounty of ?2 a tor 
for deep-sea fishing vessels, and of $1 
R month for American citizens when 


., engaged In deep-sea fisheries. 


The fourth title, "General 
Provl 


slons," provides that a vessel shall re 
celve only one form of subsidy, and 
that a vessel which has received a sub 
sidy shall not be sold to a forelgnc 
except by consent of tho Secretary o 
the Treasury.
